1. IN CONVERSATION WITH EMBOFFS JAN 2, HUSHANG DEHESH, WHOSE 
RESIGNATION FROM MIN/HAR WAS RECENTLY ACCEPTED, TOLD US OF 
HIS PLANS FOR TRIP TO U.S. ACCORDING TO DEHESH, HE HAS 

BEEN ASKED BY GEN. TOUFANIAN, ON SHAH’S ORDERS, TO PREPARE 
REPORT ON GOI INVESTMENT IN U.S. FIRMS WHICH WOULD EXPORT 
TECHNOLOGY TO IRAN. WITH DEFLATED MARKET PRICES, GOI WOULD 
ACQUIRE SLICE OF PARTICULAR FIRM AND INFLUENCE IT TO ESTABLISH 
MANUFACTURING FACILITY IN IRAN. DEHESH SPECULATED IRAN WILL 
HAVE SURPLUS OF $6-8 BILLION THIS YEAR WHICH CANNOT BE SPENT 
IN IRAN. U.S. IS MOST DESIRABLE LOCATION FOR INVESTMENT. WE
